New York, July 1.—The court-room in Brook- 
lyn was almost deserted this morning, attention 
having been drawn to the examination of 
Loader. Mrs. Beecher 
half-past 10 o’cleck, but finding no crowd pres- 
ent, and learning that nothing had been heard 
from the jury, she left. Ten minutes later, 
however, the officer entéred the court with a 
note from the jurors, announcing that they 
could not agree. One of their number dissented 
from this, urging that he believed longer consul- 
tation might result in an agreement. The Judge 
resolved to call them into court. and 
dispatched messengers in search of the 
various counsel. He also informed the Plymouth 
ushers, Murray and Caldwell, and they at once 
sent round the word that the jury was coming 
into court. dirs. Beecher and Mrs. Murray 
were sitting in their é¢arriage near the Court, 
and were soon in their ofd seats, where, within 
half an hour, the whole of

surrounded them, except the pastor. He was at 
Peekskill, whence he télegraphed he would be 
in Brooklyn early to-morto to witness the final 
discharge of the jury. Thepourt-room in every 
part was filled up in n fow minutes. Over

within the bar, but left ji room for the law- 
yers. Mr. Tilton was not to be found, and when 
the jury Anally came in, af 1:30, he ae not 
present.

LOADER. 
HIS PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION. 

New Yorx, July 1.—The case of Joseph 
Loader, the upholsterer, accused of swearing to 
a false affidavit against the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, was examined in the Third District 
Court, Brooklyn, to-day. The court-room was 
packed with spectators, including a number of 
Plymouth Church congregation. 

Joseph M. Pearsall testified that he was «a 
clerk of Morris & Pearsall, and was also Notary 
Public; knew both Loader and Price, the for- 
mer since June 15. First saw Price in the office 
of his employers on the same date. Winess 
met Mr. Morris on the sidewalk, who asked him 
to swear Loader and Price. On entering 
the office he found affidavits partly 
drawn up. Judge Morris, Gen. Pryor, and Mr. 
Frank Moulton were present. Mr. Tilton was 
in the-back office, but had nothing to do with 
the affidavits. Loader's affidavit was finished by 
Moulton, after which it was read by Gen. Pryor 
and signed by Loader, who carefuily read it be- 
fore affixing his signature. Price’s affidavit was 
sworn to at the same time. 

After Pearsall had coneluded his evidence,

““@HE COMING YEAR 
may be set down as the beginning of a new era in the 
life of Michigan University. It is quite well known 
by all that the question of the introduction’of homeop- 
athy into the course of medical instruction has been 
282 the heads of our legislators, and the hearts 
of not a few citizens, for many years; but at the last 
Session of the Legislature this question was settled.

In our last issue we presented a brief state- 
ment concerning the thrillingly hazardous voy- 
age over Lake Ontario made by the Hippodrome 
balloon with Prof. W. H. Donaldson and three 
Toronto newspaper representatives. The To- 
ronto Leader of yesterday mornitig, chronicles 
the safe return to that city of the heroes of the 
rough experience alluded to, and publisbes 8 
graphic account of the voyage, as gi ven by their 
reporter, who was one of the party. 

From thé time of the ascension, half-past 5 
* 2 Wednesday afternoon, the balloon was 
dri¥en in an easterly direction, and when in the 
icipity Of Scarboro. was driven some miles out 
ö che lake. Donaldson comprehended the 
ation and advised the passengers that they 
ut count upon a night over the lake, not 
king to disguise the difficulties and danger 
ich were apparent to his experienced mind. 
Ariation of the wind carried them within a 
of the town of Whitley, and hopes were 
brtained of making a landing there, but 
© expectations were speedily dissipated 
another ehift which carried the bal- 
} far out over the waters, so that both 
es were in view. Then, in the words of the 
prter, the wind again veered round and they 
red the north shore, soon arriving within 
ut 5 miles of land, probably in the neighbor- 
dof Coburg. Then the balloon, which had 
—— properly inflated for a long voyage—all 
th on board expecting only to be absent for a 
few hours—be to descend, and at 5:45 the 
drag-rope touched the water. The descent now 

e much more rapid, and second after 
second the water appeared with greater distinct- 
ness. Bag after bag of sand was thrown out, 
and the excitement became most intense, and at 
the same time most interesting, to those who 
were being carried through the air. 

The basket began to oscillate in the most violent 
manner, and, by the explanation of the Pro- 
fessor, they found that this was caused by the 
movion of the waves in the lake below. No per- 
ceptible difference was to be discovered in the 
ot motion of the balloon. Ia half a 
mi ute from the time the rocking of the basket 
wal first observed, the car was submerged to the 
exfont of about 2 feet. At the same time the 
bal oon kept the most perfect equilibrium. 
Thre was then no longer hesitation about get- 


= 


ting rid of the sand, and all was thrown out with

ire event of astill greater emergency. Far 
out into the lake they were still driven, and 
very soon the opposite shore.was as near as that 
which had been left: im fact, from appearances, 
rather nearer. Donaldson requested all to keep 
a sharp look-out for any vessel that might be 
passing, and at length their hopes were raised 
by coming in sight of a schoover about 8 o'clock, 
but those on board probably did. not understand 
the shouts from the luckless occupants of the 
basket. and she sailed away into the must 
without seeking te render any assistance. 
From this time for mile afier mile the 
balloon traveled towards the head of the 
lake, and the only hope 

favorable wiud might rise 8 
them to some friendly shore. Nothing but dis- 
appointments took place. Several vessels were 
sighted. but all of them without the limit to 
which the buman voice could reach. About 12 
o'clock the balioon again commenced to descend, 
and soou reached about forty feet off the 
water. Everytmug gradually went overboard, 
Prof. Donaldson giving the word, when the 
various articles were to be thrown out. The an- 
cher went first, then the anchor rope: then 
went a portion of the drag rope, some 50 feet 
in length. This lightening of the Balioon was 
of tome avail for the time being, but it soon be- 
gan to near the water again. Then overcoats 
and every availabie article went over the side. 
Still they descended, and at about 12:15 touched 
the water. 

From this time up to the rescue the basket 
was submerged more or less, the occupants 
sometimes sitting on the e and at other times 
holding on to the ropes. Tliey were at the mercy 
of the wiod and waves, and from this time all 
— of being saved were abandoned. Fortu- 
nately, the wind subsided, and, being within a 
few miles of Point Petre lighthouse, hope began 
to fevive and faint expectations of safety were 
entertained, yet no help came. At this time the 
balloon had been driven in by conflicting cur- 
reuts to within about 4 miles of the shore. At 
thig stage it may be said that Point Petre was 
the last chance that the balloonists had of reach- 
ing land until arriving at the far end of 
the lake, some 70 miles distant. The 
wid again rose in most uncertain gusts. At 
on time the balloon was out far, and the next 
moment was near enough to shore to attempt a 
risk of abandoning the bailoon for the water, in 
the hopes of swimming to land. About 1 o’clock, 
however, a smail schooner was discovered at a 
distance of about a mile and a half. Prof. Don- 
aldson's strong voice succeeded in reaching the 
man at the heim, and the grateful words We 
will try and help you,” finally came back to the 
imperiled voyagers. Tack after tack was made 
by the vessel, but on account of the balloon sail- 
ing into the wind faster than it could follow, the 
endeavor to reach was found to be futile. Then 
a boat Was lowered, and for an hour and a half 
the two men who formed the crew rowed 
vigorously, at times getting within speak- 
ing distance, and then again being left 
far behind. At last the breeze subsid- 
ed to such an extent as to allow 
the boat to reach the aeronauts. The drag-rope 
of tne balloon was handed to those on ‘ 
ang then commenced the voyage to the shore. 
At times, while no wind was blowing, the work 
of towing was easy. At other times the 
boat had to be brought up close alongside, and 
us¢d as what might be calied a helm, in order 
that the unwieldy monster might not be blown 
out too far from the shore. At about 3:50 
Wednesday morning they happily succeeded in 
— a landing on the coast, Up to this time 
thé balloonists had no knowledge of the locality 
in which they were, all being too much engaged 
to inquire of the menin the boat as to their 
ereabouts. On landing they found that they 
re about 1 mile west of Point Petre, also 
led Long Point, the light-house having been 
sight for about an hour. From the time 
they signted the schooner until a landing was 
effected was about two hours, which made the 
ime passed in the water about four hours.

June 30, concluded its labors on the annual 
appropriation ordinance. As well as we 
can make out, the appropriations are as fol- 
lows, compered with those made in 1674 :

The Council deserves public commendation 
for the prudence and economy practiced by 
them in making these appropriations. The 
outside pressure and demand for liberal. ex- 
penditures was great, and hence the courage 
and fidelity of the Council have been all the 
more commendable. Much of this is es- 
pecially due to the Finance Conimittee, 
which body have resolutely battled with the 
subject, and, having the confidence and re- 


‘spect of the Council, was able to exercise a 


restraining influence. The estimates of the 
various departments for the year called for 
an appropriation of abovt $8,000,000; the 
Comptroller estimated fc 277,000, and 
the Council have appropria . 349.000. 
To produce this sum, at à valuation of 
8300, 000,000, will require a levy of 17 mills 
in addition to the miscellaneous revenue. 
Should the city, however, abandon the 
reckless and senseless system of collecting 
its revenue under a special law, and have it 
collected by the State authorities under the 
general law, there will be a saving of $60,000 
in expenditure, and there will be a much 
Jarger saving in interest on special loans to 
supply deficiencies caused by taxes which 
will never be collected under that law. 


DIAMOND CUT DIAMOND. 
Injunctions are again the order of the day 


at City-Hall, though if the last is not better 
observed than the one which preceded it, it 
will not materially change the complexion of 
affairs in that unSavory locality. The com- 
plications incident to running the city under 
a charter whigh was never legally adopted, 
and which the present city officers do not 
understand, are likely to thicken in any case. 
The war between the Mayor and Common 
Council on one side and the Board of Police 
on the other will grow fiercer instead of bet- 
ter. Marx Smax, the President of the 
Board, has the fondness of his race for a 
shindy, and, whether he isin the wrong or 
not, he has both the ability and tenacity to 
make it very unfortunate for the of- 
ficials who have arrayed themselves 
against him. Meanwhile, the Police 
Superintendent, Deputy-Superintendent, and 
Clerk, anxious to retain their fat places, 
do not know whom to obey nor what to do. 
The police force itself can scarcely fail to be- 
come demoralized still worse than they have 
been under such circumstances, and the 
longer the muddle and strife continue the 
more detrimental will it be to the interests of 
the city, particularly since both parties are 
actuated by selfish motives, and care little or 
nothing for the public welfare. 
No sensible persen would object to the 
abolition of the Police Board, if it were done 
lawfully and properly. To wipe out this and 
the other superfluous and irresponsible 
Boards was the principal inducement for the 
Citizens’ Association to propose the reorgan- 
ization of the city under the General law in 
the first instance. The Police Board has 
been especially obnoxious to the mass of right. 
thinking people.. It has constantly hampered 
both the Fire and Police Departments with 
its red-tape, its favoritism, and its farcical 
trials. It has been impossible to discipline 
either force so long as the Board stood in the 
way. Its existence has simply served to 
relieve everybody of responsibility for the 
failure to preserve order among the dogge-

that the charter which enables them to do it 
was adopted by fraud, and that the Mayor 
and Council do not accept the full results of 
the charter of 1872. These are two things 
not to be forgotten nor forgiven. There is 
no reason why the people of Chicago 
should be forced to submit to a charter 
which was really voted down, and only de- 
clared by means of ballot-box stuffing, con- 
spiracy, and an open violation of the orders 
of a competent court. And if finally forced 
to submit to such an outrage, there is still no 
reason why the present City Government 
should only accept so much of the charter of 
1872.8 suits their selfish purposes, and to 
ignore and reject all the rest, This is practi- 
cally what the Mayor and Council are doing. 
The most consistent and tenable construc- 
tion of the charter, relative to the offices, 
was that given by Mr. CRS H. Morse, 
and sent into the Council by Judge Dickey at 
the time he gave his own opinion and those 
of Messrs. Torr and Roor on the power of 
the Council to abolish the Police Board. Mr. 
Morsz holds that, if the charter of 1872 
was lawfully adopted and is now 
in force, then there is no such office as 
Police Commissioner, nor any other Commis- 
sioners who were members of the old Board, 
but that all these Boards were wiped out by 
the adoption of the charter of 1872. These 
Boards were all created by special acts of the 
Legislature, which could not be repealed by 
the Council so long as the old charter was 
retained. But they were repealed by the 
Legislature itself when it passed the General 
law of 1872, to go into effect, as far as 
Chicago is concerned, when the city should 
decide to reorganize under that General law. 
This must have been the intention of the 
Legislature in passing the law of 1872, for 


- | it expressly stipulated that the city should 


have five offices, which were thus put be- 
yond the control of the Council, and that the | 
council should have the power to create all 
other offices. As these two stipulations cover 
the entire ground, the General law of 1872 
must have contemplated the abolition of all 
other offices created for the city by former 
Legislatures. Secs. 72 and 73 of the charter 
of 1872 are as follows: 

Sko, 72. There shall be elScted tin all cities organized 
under this act the following officers, viz.; A Mayor, a 
City Council, a City Clerk, a City Attorney, and a City 


Treasurer, 

Bud. 78. The City Council may in its discretion, 
from time to time, by ordimance passed by a vote of 
two-thirds of all the Aldermen elected, provide for the 
election by the legal voters, or the appointment by the 
Mayor, with the approval of the City Council, of a 
City Collector, a City Marshal, a City Superintendent 
of Streeta, a Corporation Counsel, a City Comptroller, 
or any or either of them, and such other officers as 
may by said Council be deemed necessary or expedi- 
ent, etc, 

If the Legislature did not intend to abolish, 
under these sections, all the Boards which it 
had previously created for Chicago, then it 
was simply absurd to pretend to give the 
Council the large discretion defined in Sec. 
78, for the Council could not exercise it, be- 
ing bound by acts of Legislature which it has 
not the power to repeal. Nor would the 
Legislature have enumerated five offices in 
the act of 1872 which the Council were 
bound to accept, if it had intended to pre- 
serve all the offices it had previously created. 
Therefore, the only reasonable construction 
of the law of 1872 is that, the moment 
it is adopted, the several Boards—Police, 
Fire, Public Works, Education, and Health 
—no longer exist, and it is the 
privilege and duty of the Council to create 
offices for the exercise of the functions pre- 
viously exerciesd by the Boards thus abol- 
ished. This is the construction that would 
be insisted upon, and undoubtedly sustained 
by the courts, if it were felt that the charter 
of 1872 had been lawfully adopted. So long 
as this is doubtful, the people will not insist 
upon anything calculated to increase the 
complications of the City Government in 
case the Supreme Court shall direct a return 
to the old city charter. 

The Mayor and Common Council are.pro- 
ceeding to construe the law of 1872 by an 
entirely different method. They desire to 
abide by only so much of the charter as is 
useful to their personal ends. Just now they 
want to get rid of the Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners in order to put these de- 
partments respectively in the hands of Ruxm 
and Hitprerx. But they propose to allow all 
the other superfluous and irresponsible 
Boards to stand and continue to administer 
the functions formerly pertaining to them, 
though they havo no lawful existence if the 
charter of 18 2 is legally in force. It ig not 
a vicious system wuich the Mayor and Coun- 
cil are attacking with the help of the charter 
of 1872, but certain persons obnoxious to 
them, whom they desire to remove without 
breaking up the system. This is the real 
condition of things; and, desirable as it is 
that the Police Board should be abolished, it 
is equally desirable that the whole system be 
thrown over in a regular and lawful manner, 
and not that it be used to carry out the tem- 


porary and personal purposes of the Mayor 
and a majority in the Council. 
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THE IOWA REPUBLICANS. 
The Republican Convention of the State 


of Iowa, at their Convention on Wednesday, 
nominated ex-Gov. KmRwOOD for Governor, — 
a most excellent choice,—a man well 
and favorably known to all the people of 
Iowa as an officer of strict integrity and of 
strong common sense. With him were placed 
in nomination other gentlemen of high 
personal and political character, selected 
because of their fitness,—the whole making 
an unusually strong ticket. 

The platform is a model one. It consists 
of a dozen short, tersely written resolutions, 
all of them clear and sound, except the third, 
which declares for a “tariff for revenue 80 
adjusted as ‘to encourage home industry.” 
This is liable to misconstruction, or double or 
varied interpretation. Does the adjustment 
mean to encourage home industry by reduc- 
ing taxation or keeping it war rates? Does 
the ‘‘home industry” mean the manufacturers 
of certain classes of goods, or the great 
body of the producers of Iowa, whose interest 
will be best encouraged by the largest freedom 
of trade and the lowest possible tariff ? 

The people of Iowa are all producers. They 
produce largely in excess of their consump- 
tion. They have a large surplus to sell and

AN ENGLISH VIEW OF BUNZER HILL. 

The London Times of the 17th ult. con- 
tains a remarkable editorial upon the cente- 
nary of Bunker's Hill, in which it gives a 
graphic sketch of the battle, accompanied 
with some comments of a nature we hardly 
expected to see in any English newspaper, 
least of all in “The Thunderer.” The sketch 
of the battle only recites what is well known 
—the rapid and almost magical manner in 
which the strong earthworks were thrown up 
on Breed's Hill by the Colonists; the concen- 
tration of the American forces notwithstand- 
ing the watchfulness of the British; the 
burning of the City of Charlestown because 
they found themselves exposed to a galling 
fire from a body of riflemen posted in the 
houses”; the triple charge of the British 
against the earthworks, and their final suc- 
cess. In commenting upon the battle, the 
Times makes four points which are especially 
worthy of notice. The frst is with regard to 
the bravery exhibited by the British troops. It 
says: 
* be s question of courage, of endurance, of 
duty at ita sorest trial, or a question of mere victory, 
then it is hard to say why the palm should not be ad- 
judged to the British farce which remained in posses- 
siou of the ground, and only gave it up when Boston. 
itself was finally evacuated. Whatever the success, 
whatever the loss, and however fruitless that sacri- 
fice, there never was a braver deed of arms, never any 
more heroic and meritorious ; and if that be the 
point, then has England much more claim to celebrate 
the Centenary of Bunker’s Hill than they who reaped 
the eventual harvest of the seed them sown, ard who 
now bold the soil, 

We doubt not that this tribute to the valor 
of the English troops will find an echo in this 
country among those who have studied this 
battle from both points of view, and who 
bear in mind the facts that the Americans 
were superior marksnien, that they were shel- 
tered behind an earthwork; and that the 
British were also exposed to a galling flank 
fire from the sharpshooters in the adjacent 
houses. In commenting upon the reasons 
which induced the British to make the attack 
so suddenly and persistently in the face of 
adverse circumstances, the Times not only 
shows that the question of the evacuation of 
Boston depended upon the issue of the day's 
fight; but it also brings. out another reason 
which has not usually figured largely in the 
historical records of the battle, namely, that 
there was war in England as well as in 
America. On this point it says: 

While the great majority of the British people, as 
represented in public opinion and in literature, was on 
the American side, the Government and the majority 
in both Houses of Parliament were absolutely proof 
against every consideration of humanity, prudence, or 
common sense. They had become incapable of mak- 
ing an estimate on the proportion or applicability of 
means to an end, Commanding the sea, commanding 
a few soldiers, and an abundance of brave officers 
thirsting for distinction, commanding, still more, the 
fullest Exchequer, and the best credit in the world, 
with 10,000 profitable abuses at stake, they could only 
hound on the dogs of war, as many as they could get, to 
the most impossible and the most unprofitable enter- 
prises. They issued wordy procismations which 
could answer go purpose but to provoke; they or- 
dered the destruction of ports and towns of no strate- 
gic importance, and expeditions that could do no real 
good, and might, as the event proved, be attended 
with great loses and harm. On receiving the news of 
Bunker’s Hul, the first thing they did was to rake 
Europe for mercenaries, and to send a regiment of 
cavalry to Boston, where there was nothing for horses 
to do, nothing for them to eat, hardly spare ground 
for them to stand upon; and where both soldiers and 
citziens were already on short commons of bad food. 
If any method is to be found in the madness of the 
British Government, it is that they thought it just 
possible to frighten, bully, and cajole the Americans 
into submission, 

The generosity of the Times is shown in 
its tribute to the American militia, and the 
bravery they displayed on this occasion. It 
concedes that they proved themselves not 
only brave men but sensible men, with a 
proper value for the lives they were ready to 
stake, and a determination to sell those lives 
dear,” and that the English now are compell- 
ed to rate more highly the scientifio audacity 
shown on the American side than the bull- 
dog courage and audacity of tho British. It 
takes advantage of this characteristic trait of 
the Americans to enforce the lesson that, in 
order to destroy life, all have to learn first 
how to economize it, and that the only cour- 
age worthy of a rational being is that which 
includes the highest exercise of reason.” 
In closing its article, the Times 
finds abundant reason for congratu- 
lation over the results of that eventful 
day, and thinks that not only América, but 
England and the world, have substantial rea- 
sons for a grateful remembrance of it. It 
sees in the success of the American Revolu- 
tion the triumph ef popular reforms and the 
complete development of the democratic in- 
stitutions with which the British throne is 
now surrounded, among them popular repre- 
sentation and no taxation without it, self- 
government by popular municipal institu- 
tions, the independence of the judicial bench, 
and complete responsibility in the exercise of 


power and patronage. The Times says: 
No doubt the sense of this added to the reckless and 
inhuman obetinacy with which the British Govern-

| ment persisted in the struggle, long after every man 


at liberty to use his senses and reason on the question 
saw that it was hopeless. The politicians then at the 
head of affairs, and the people by whom they were tur- 
rounded, knew well. that their own position depended 
on their successfully maintaining the principles of ut- 
ter absolutism, both at home and in the Colonies, and 
that if those principles failed, their own fall followed. 
They fought for dear life against Chatham and Burke, 
and, as they well knew, against the true people of En- 
gland. Meanwhile they had to do all the work, whether 
for peace or for war, by second-rate men. 

The extracts which we have printed from the 
article will give the er its general tenor. 
It is a calm, clear, generous view of the open- 
ing battle between the United States and 
Great Britain, and jnferentially of the whole, 
revolution in all its cts, as well as in its 
results at home and upon the world at large. 
It affords another proof of the fact that the 
prejudices engendeted by the loss of the Col- 
onies and the natural humiliation and bitter- 
ness growing out of defeat have passed 
away to such an extent that the leading 
paper of Great Britain can discuss the 
questions involved jin this struggle with so 
much of historical accuracy and so little of 
prejudice as to award impartial verdicts, and 
even to congratulate the world upon the great 
benefits which have accrued from this 
memorable disaster to British arms.

The Cosmopolitan of June 7 has an inter- 
esting article upon American silver, indicat- 
ing its effect upon the great Asiatic trade, 
and showing that it is almost entirely ab- 
sorbed in the pernicious opium business 
which was forced upon China by the English. 
The Americans supply the silver to the Chi- 
nese, and the Chinese send it to India for 
opium. The American dollars, however, 
never enter into circulation in India, but go 
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eight years, exclusive of the amount smug- 
gled, which would probably double it, is 97,- 
440,930 pounds. The. amount of American 
silver which annually goes to India from 
China to pay for opium—the Cosmopolitan 
estimates at $100,000,000. Thus American 
silver is indirectly causing more misery than 
all the tobacco and spirits used among the 
Western nations. 
THE MAN WITH TWO COUNTRIES. 

It is a pity that E. E. Haxe’s pathetic hero, 
„the man without a country,” is not in ex- 
istence. Herr Sremxavizr, of Wiesbaden, 
who is supplied with two countries, might 
part with one and bestow it upon poor Parr 
Notan. His anomalous position, which 
presents knotty’ problems in international 
law, is due to the wanderings of his father. 
The latter emigrated from Prussia to St. 
Louis in 1848, was naturalized there in 1854, 
and had a son born to him soon afterwards. 
The boy was, of course, an American citizen. 
But when Srermxavuer, Sr., had led a slug- 
gish existence in St. Louis for ten years, the 
monotony and inertia of the town became un- 
endurable to him, He therefore moved to 
the comparatively lively and energetic City of 
Wiesbaden, in Nassau, Germany. He and 
his, including the young American cit- 
izen, have since lived there. History, 
Attorney-General Przrrepont, and Tax Carca- 
Go TRrsvuNE would never have got hold of him, 
if the infant American, now 20 years old, had 
not tried to shirk military service in the 
Fatherland by pleading thatthe United States 
was still his Motherland. The -plea was 
silently ignored by the German authorities, 
who notified young Srernxaver to present 
himself, on such a day, for a three years’ drill 
and discipline. Then the father appealed to 
Davis, our Minister at Berlin, who inquired, 
in reply, whether the unwilling soldier could 
give any assurance of his intention to return 
to this country within a reasonable time and 
take.up his residence here. He could not, 
said the father. Thereupon Minister Davis 
referred the matter to Secretary Fisu, who 
turned it over to Attorney-General Prerreponr, 
who has just submitted an interesting report 
upon it. Nationality, he says, is either natural 
oracquired. Young Srernkaver is supplied 
with both sorts. He is naturally an Ameri- 
can by nationality, but he is a German by ac- 
quired nationality. After his father had re- 
turned to Germany with the intention of re- 
siding there permanently and had actually 
lived there some time, he lost his American 
citizenship and ceased to be an alien to and 
in his native country. When he became a 
German citizen again, his minor children, of 
whom the soldierly SreinxavLer was one, 
also became Germans by the principles of 
naturalization recognized in the laws of all 
civilized countries. The Berlin Government 
is therefore fully justified in requiring mili- 
tary service from young Sry. On 
the other hand, no power on earth can rob 
him of his birthright. He is still an Ameri- 
can citizen. He can come back bere and run 
for President any time he wishes to do so. 
He is at once an American sovereign and the 
subject of the German sovereign. 


THE END OF A NOBLE LIFE 
A dispatch of this morning tells a sorrowfol, 
story. Ropert Date Owen has become insane. 


After a long life of earnest, unselfish effort for 
the good of mankind, this terrible inflietion 


comes, The cause of it probably does not 


lie many months back.“ When the heart- 
leas imposture of the Horus mediums, the 
Philadelphia conspirators. with Katie Kiog,” 
was exposed, the shock to Mr. OwEn was 
tremendous. He had accepted the pretended 
„manifestations of these rascals with implicit 
faith. He lived some time in Philadelphia in or- 
der to miss none of the seances. The repeated 
apparitions of Katie were to him conclusive 
proof of immortality. He pinned his faith in 
the lifs hereafter, in reunion with bis fatherand 
his wife, on what Spiritualism, and especially 
upon what this pretended spirit, showed him. 
Readers of his article in the Atlantic Monthly 
upon Katie King” will remember the syllo- 
gism which the good old man painfully con- 


structed thereiu, by which he proved, to his own 


perfect satisfaction, that the visitor was indeed 
a disembodied bit of supernaturalism. The day 
before the article appeared the fraud was ex- 
posed. Mr. Owen wept bitteriy, it is said, when 
a couviction that he had been made 
the dupe of a trio of knaves forced 
itself upon him. He telegraphed to 
Boston to cut out the article, but it was too late. 
The magazine was already printed. A thin slip 
of paper, disclaiming any editorial responsibility 
and thus ruthlessly increasing that of the author, 
was prefixed to the sketch. And thus it came to 
pase thut Rosrrr Dace Owen's syllogistic proof 
that Katie King was a spirit aud Katie's 
own confession that she was a fraud were: pub- 
lished together throughout the country. The 
mind once so vigorous could not stand the blow 
that shook the faith of half a lifetime. The in- 
sanity feared at that time has at last come. The 
sun that rose in splendor sets in gloom. 

The life so sorrowfully ended—for insanity is 
death, or worse than death—began in 1804, at 
New Lanark, an industrial settlement near 
Glasgow, Scotland. which was long a 
monument to the philanthropy of his 
father, Ronzrt Owen. The son's fame 
bas never equaled that. of the sire, but he has 
been even more seif-sacrificing in his efforts to 
benefit mankind. When the father came to 
America in order to carry out his Communistic 
dreams, the son was his faithful assistant. He 
edited the paper that served as the organ of the 
„% New Harmony” colony. When that brave, 
foolish experiment failed, and the elder Owzyn 
returned to England to conduct like failures 
there, to sow the seeds of co-operation, labor- 
leagues, and chartiem, to found infant schools, 
and to preach Spiritualism, Roperr Daz re- 
mained in America. He was by nature a politi- 
cian of the old school, the good school, and he 
was soonin the Indiana Legislature, where he 
succeeded in emancipating women from the 
slavery of the commons las, 

Congress, and finally in the 

service of the country. President Prercs, who 
sent Hawrnorxe to Liverpool, and so indirectly 
endowed the world with The Marble Faun

This is only one out of 
thousands of instances that might be ad duced 
to prove the completeness of the methods em- 
ployed by astronomers in grappling with the 
complicated problems of celestial motion,

The truth is, that Mr. Sunzivanr still 
owns every acre of the farm, and we have the 
highest authority for saying that the land. instead 
of having depreciated in value, is worth more to- 
day than it was ever before. Mr. Srerey’s at- 
torneys, ina eard in Tun Trisune correcting 
the item in question, stated that the lands had 
not passed into the hands of ‘\eir client, but re- 
mained in the ownership of Mr. Suuzrvayr. 
They added that Mr. Sar had leaned some 
money to Mr. Suitivant, who “had suffer- 
ed a loss the last season ftom drought 
and an unfortunate operation on the Board of 
Trade in this city.” This latter statement is al- 
together erroneous. Mr. Sutiivant himself, in 
a letter which we have seen, says: “I have 
never lost a dollar on the Board of Trade, as that 
august body knows as well as Ido. My losses 
were only in failure of crops, which the present 
season promise more than to make up.” All 
farmers, whether large or small, are liable to 
joss from failure of crops and bad seasons. and 
the vast estate of Mr. Scar proves to be 
no exception to tne rule.

CARL SCHURZ. : 


His Speech at Berlin—Defensec of Amer- 
ican Iastitutions—Tribute to Amer⸗ 
ican Enterprise and Public Spirit. , 
The following is a translation of the speech 

which Mr. Carl Schurz made at the banquet at 

Berlin or the 8th of June: 

Let me, gentlemen, thank you, to whom the agita- 
tions of Americen life are remote, in the age of 
the old Fatherland for the friend tuess of your pres- 
ence, Not to mix in the affairs of Eu la the tra- 
ditional, ustural, and wise policy of the United States, 
which no patriotic statesman at the head of the Gov- 
ernment would inconsiderately abandon. But this 
circumstance does not imply that the Amer- 
jean «6 peopie should bold themselves with a 
cold impartiality aloof from the great 
events which are agitating the old world. No blow 
is given for a great purpose in Europe which does not 
tind its liveliest re-echo in American hearts, I think, 
therefore, that I speak not only in the spirit of the Ger- 
manbora, but of all the citizens of the United Stotes who 
understand the lessons of our country, when I heartily 
congratulate the whole civilized Aid. and, before ali, 
» you, ou the fact that the great tional spirit of Germany 
(which has revived through so many ages of sad dis- 
memberment like a ghost in the history of the world) 
has again, through the ability and beroism of its leader 
and people, found so powerful and so proud an embod- 
iment, ([Applause.)

increase. That, however, is only natural. The stocks 
in New York are made up on the lat of the month, and 
here on the Lith.

Report of the National Cotton Ex- 
‘i change, — 

New Oaieans, July 1.— The Committee on In- 
formation and Statistics of the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange, to whom have been intrusted the 
duty of compiling a national cotton crop report, 
made up fromthe returhs of the various Ex- 
changes appointed therefor by the National Ex- 
change, submit the following for the month of 
June: 


DEPARTMENT OF LOUTSIANA, 

We have eighty-three letters from thirty-seven 
parishes, which, unite in reporting generaliv 
favorable weather. There bas been no additional 
acreage put in cotton since the 15th of May, 
but there has been some replanting where 
lands were overfiowed and to perfect 
the stands. The plant has been bet- 
ter cultivated than for many veare, and is 
growing and forming well. Many blooms are re- 
ported. The stand is represented as very good 
and excellent, and the present condition of the 
crop is most flattering and much better, and is 
about one week earlier when compared with laet 
year. 

MISSTSSIPPT. 

One hundred and three replies. Average 
date about the 15th. Weather nearly universally 
represented as very fayorable. Stands fine, and 
plant forming well, though too early for many 
blooms. Present condicion — * and very 
much better when compared with last year. No 
additional acreage in cotton. Replauting has 
been done where the stands were imperfect. La- 
bor continues plenty and efficient. 

ARKANSAS. 

Fifty correspondents seod in their answers 
from ‘twenty-two counties.

Sentence Day—Judgments and New Suits. 


CHICAGO, 
THE COOK COUNTY NATIONAL BANK. 

Judge Gary was occupied all day yesterday in 
hearing a demurrer to the pleas in the’case of the 
Board of Trafle for the use of W. N. Sturges et al. 
vs. the Cook County National Bank, B. F. Allen, 
Charles Stuart, B. F. Murphy, and Henry C. 
Natt. This was a suit ona bond for $500,000 
given by the bank to the Board of Trade to se- 
cure all money deposited as margins in trades 
made on the Board of Trade, and the bank hav- 
ing failed to pay its margin certificates suit was 
brought on the bond for the use of the parties 
whose certificates had not been honored. [he 
defendants fled 106 pleas, which, however, 
contained but four principal defenses ; 
that the bank could not make such a bond; that 
the bond was not actually made by the bank ; 
that the sureties were not liable on the bond, 
because there was no money deposited; and 
that all the contracts were void, as being gam- 
bling contracts. 

A demurrer was filed to these pleas, and, as 
the objections necessarily involved the merits of 
the case, a long and close argument was had. On 
the part of the Board of Trade it was insisted 
by Judge Lawrence that the question as to 
whether the contract to secure which the bond 
was given was a contract forbidden by statute or 
not, was a matter with which the bank had noth- 
ing to do. It was a question which could only 
be raised between the parties to the con- 
tract. The bank, as «a stakeholder or 
depository, must restore the moneys de- 
posited to any one who was entitled 
thereto, without any reference to the natyre of 
the contract or the parties who deposited the 
money. He also contended that the bank, by 
virtue of the ordinary banking powers gianted 
by the act of Congress, had the right to receive 
deposits, and not only wes responsible for 
them, but was equally with its sureties bound 
The power to receive deposits 
not only existed as incidental to the business of 
the bank, but had always been so recognized. 
It was further insisted that both the bank and 
securities on the bond were estopped by the 
bond from raising the question of power 
on the part of the bank to make such 
an arrangement as was made with 
the Board of Trade. The bank and sureties 
were both estopped by the certificates of deposit 
issued from denying that the money was de- 
posited. The bond was not to be construed by 
ite striet letter, but was to be construed accord- 
ing to the intent and spirit of the parties making 
it. It was ewidentiy the intention of the parties 
making the bond to render the securities equally 
liable with the bank for whatever certificates of 
deposit the bank might iesue. in order to con- 
stitute a deporit within the meaning of the bond 
aud rule of the Board of Trade, it was not 
necessary the money should be paid over the 
— ete Danek of Trade. It was suff 
cient if Sturges had such an arrangement 
with the bank that it would insure 
to him certificates of deposit without 
actual deposit of coin or greenbacks, It 
was sufficient that be had a credit at the bank 
so as to obtain a certificate of deposit. The- 
suance of such a certificate and under such cir- 
cumstances covstitnuted a technical deposit 
within the meaning of the bond. 

The defendants, represented by C. R. Osborn 
and H. S. Monroe, urged the same points made 
in their pleas, especialiy{thet Sturges was run- 
ning a corner con to statute, and thai the 
selier knew of it, that the bank was a there 
surety for the fulfillment of the contract. he 
having failed to make a deposit. The sale of 
the corm was a mere bet on the fu- 
ture price of corn. The bank was not 
to secure the payment of the certificate, but 
simply to secure the safety of the 
deposit, and hence was only a stakeholder. An 
estoppel could not be p on the bond. The 
condition of the bond was only for the repay- 
ment of the deposits made; and this question 
would not be extended to make sureties liable 
for false statements, certilicates, or accounts 
made by the bank. 

The claims represented by the plaintiffs, for 
whose use the suit is brought, amount to about 
$140,000, of which nearly all, or $120,000, are 
Sturges; claims. As to all these, it is claimed 
that there was no money deposited. The argu- 
ment was concluded late in the afternoon, and 
Judge Gary will probably render a decision this 


morning.

THE MACOUPIN COUNTY SUPERVISORS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao\ Tribune. 
SPRINGYIELD, III., July 1.—The Macoupin 
County cases bloomed anew to-day in the United 
States District Court. In the first place, the at- 
torneys for the bondholders took a default 
against the connty on past-due interest on bonds 
for $51,000. They then asked a rule upon the 
Treasurer of MacoupinjCounty, asking him to 
show how much money bad been collected and 
paid into his hands under the order of the 
Court made last Japuary. It seems 
that the Board of Supervisors in the past obeyed 
the order of the Court, collecting 75 cents on 
the $100 valuation, instead of $1.50 ae directed, 
realizing some $15,000 or 620, 000. After doing 
this the Board passed the order directing the 
payment of money over pro rata to the Town- 
ship Treasurer. This the Tréasurer was pre- 
vented from doing by an injunction issued by 
Judge Treat, in the United States District Court, 
upon the application of/ the -attorneys for 
the bondholders. To-daythe attorney for the 
county, Judge Trumbull, moved to dissolve this 
injunction, and argued the motion at length, and 
was repliec to by Gow. Palmer and John Mayo 
Palmer. The Court took both the notes for the 
rulo and to dissolve the injunction under adviso- 
ment. The mattef then came up under another 
form. Suit has been brought against the mem- 
bers of the J of rvisors of 1873, 
alleging that the Supervisors, by their failure todo 
their duty as directed by the Court, had rendered 
themselves personally liable to the extent of the 
assessment of the tax. and asking judgment 
against them. Judge Trumbull demurred to the 
declaration in this suit, and the day was con- 
sumed/in the argument of the demurrer, pro and 
con. is is regarded as a test case, and the 
Judge stated that the question involved was 
important, and one not heretofore decided to 
the extent now asked by them for the bond- 
holders; tnat the Supervisors were liable had 
been settled, but the measure of was 
unsettled. Court reserved a final opinion.

The Ki dower case in the Chicago courts 
was on tria recently, and brought to light one 
of the bona fide oldest inbabitauts of Chicago, 
in the person of Mr. David McKee, of Aurora, 
III. Mr. Mekee is now 75 years of age, but his 
memory is as clear as it was thirty or forty yeara 
ago, and he reaches down and brings up dates 
andevents in trying to get which Long John 
would be drowned, for all his inches and an- 
tiquity. Mr. David McKee cay pick ont any 
event in the history of Chicago worth mention- 
ing within the past half century. He being in 
town, a bonanza of archmological information 
was available. The inevitable interviewer spares 
neither age nor condition, and Mr. McKee was 
subjected to the usual process, ’ 

Though now in his 76th year, he 1s not appar- 
ently much the worse for wear and tear. His 
step is still firm, his eyes bright, and though his 
hair is gray, there is plenty of it. He might be 
easily taken for fifteen years younger than he is. 
His answers to questions are ready and bis dates 
and names come spostaneously, as though they 
bad not been buried for half a century down m 
Du Page County. 

HE WAS BORN IN JANUARY, 1800, 
in Virginia. At an early age he removed to 
Penn ‘vania, and from that favored State emi- 
grate. to this Western wilderness, settling in 
Chicago at the age of 22 in the year of grace 
1822. By trade he was a blacksmith, and, judg- 
ing from the remains of his yeuth, must have 
been a stout, hardy young fellow fifty-three 
years ago. His position in Chicago then 
was that of an employe of tho Indian Depart- 
ment. His business was to attend to the wants 
of the untutored savage, to repair bis rifle, 
mend his knife, and otherwise prepare him for 
emergencies. When he first came to Chicago 
thers was not much to be seen. Where the 
Centrat Depot is, corn waved in luxuriance on a 
fresh soil. Fort Dearborn was the only white 
man's building of importance. There were some 
log cabins near the banks of the Chicago Kiver, 
and there lived the three original white men. 


John Craft was agent for the American Fur Com- 


pany: Jobo Kinzie was living bere with his fami- 
ly; Alexander Wolcott and some other old resi- 
dent—McKee couid not remember his name— 
completed the list of white men not wearing 
uniforms. They have all passed away, leaving 
McKee their sole survivor. 

Mckee acted as right-hand man to the Indians 
for four vears, after which he accepted an ex- 
coeding|ly interesting and important office--that of 

MAIL-CARRIER 
to the Goverutnent. In 1826 he started in to 
carry the mail once a month from Chicago to 
Fort Wayne and back. Indians then were, to 
use bis Own expression, ‘* as thick in this section 
aa grasshoppe's in Nebraska; but he was on 
good terms with them, and journeved on his oid 
pack-horse from place to place without molesta- 
tion. In those early days the journey between 
Chicago and Fort Wayne was not an affair of a 
few hours. One could not take a train at 5:15 
and reach Fort Wayne about midnight. It 
was a journey on horseback ot two weeks 
there and back. The only hotels to stop at were 
leafy groves; the stopping places for refresh- 
ments were at the will of the traveler, and the 
ouly refreshmeats were such as he chose to take 


with him. 
WEDDED LIFE. 

June 23, 1827, he marned Miss Scott, the 
ceremony being performed by Justice of the 
Peace John Kinzie, Constable McKee being his 
own right-hand man. In 1829 he became a 
procd parent. His son Stephen was the first 
white child born to a citizen of Chicago, It is 
possible that one or two births may have oc- 
curred in the garrison, but certainly none 
had been koown to take place among 
the citizens, All persons claiming to have 
precedence over Stephen McKee make their 
claim without foundation, and Long John must 
overhaul his history if he wants to have a re- 
liable account of Chicago. Gurdon 8. Hubbard, 
Jr., Was, accordi to . McKee, born in Dan- 
ville. His monthly absence from home rendered 
the pursuit of mail-carrying exceedingly irksome 
to the United States Mail Agent of the period, 
and he resigued this important function in 18238, 
resuming the blaeksmith business in the Indian 
Department, which he continued to carry on for 
some years. 


THE FIRST BRIDGE 
built across the river was at the foot of Dear- 
born street. Succeeding generations have in 
their wisdom abandoned it. ‘The first frame 
house—in contradistinction to a log cabin—was 
not built on the North Side, as generally believed. 
The South Division had the honor of possessing 
this evidence of future prosperity and emblem 
of combustion. It was a warehouse built by 
Newberry & Doll and the airs those gentlemen 
assumed atthe time were distressing to their 
less-distinguished fellow-citizens. 

Among other reminiscences of early Chicago, 
McKee calls to mind ths bones of the victims of 
the massacre of 1812, when numbers of soldiers 
and one or two citizens fell. The massacre oc- 
curred near the pine clump in the neigborhood 
of the University Building, and there the bones 
lay for twenty years. In 1832, Capt. Bradley, then 
commanding at Fort Dearborn, ordered them 
to be gathered up and decently interred, as they 
were in the oak wood nearby. It will be re- 
membered in this connection that, a few years 
ago, some workmen while digging a sewer came 
across thig burying-ground, and supposed as 
first that they had encountered an Indian ceme-
